T he bag-worm has made severe 
attacks on apple, elm, maple and 
evergreen trees this year, County 
Agent M T. Hartman reports. 
In 
m ost years the work of this Insect 
has been localized and mostly con­ 
fined to arbor vitae and other ever­ 
greens. 
This year, 
however, the 
dam age has been state-wide. 
County Attent Hartm an explains 
th a t the 
bag-worms 
hatch from 
eggs in May and June when they 
begin to feed on the softer portions 
of the leaves. The cases are soon 
form ed 
by 
the 
larvae 
cutting 
sm all pieces off leaves and fasten­ 
ing them together with silk which 
they begin to spin. These cases are 
upright at first but as the worm 
grows the bags are enlarged to ac­ 
com m odate them, and as they be­ 
come heavy drop 
over and hang 
down. 
Spray With Lead 
As the larvae mature the bags are 
fastened to the twigs and then the 
worms transform to adults. 
The 
adult female Is wingless and quite 
helpless. 
Tile male 
is 
a 
small, 
black-winged moth which generally 
appear during September and Oc­ 
tober. 
The adult female rem ains 
in the sack, where she deposits 
a 
large num ber of eggs In late a u ­ 
tum n. The eggs remain In the bag 
where 
they hatch 
the following 
spring. 
Dissemination of the insect Ls de­ 
pendent on the movement of the 
larvae and therefore is slow. 
The 
; bags remaining on the trees 
all 
winier with eggs inside offer com ­ 
paratively easy means of reducing 
; the Infestation. 
If these are re­ 
moved the population will be re- 
! duced.

Spraying the trees with lead ar-

This accomplishment was report­ 
ed by Aristide Vongross, visiting as­ 
sistant professor of chem istry at 
the University of Chicago and re­ 
search associate working 
under a 
grant from Hiram J. Halle, presi­ 
dent of an oil company. 
A small amount of the newly iso­ 
lated element, which was seen for 
the first time by man on Labor Day, 
was exhibited by Doctor Von gross. 
It is in the form of extremely m in­ 
ute globulas of silvery white metal 
deposited on a piece of tungsten 
wire finer than a hair. 
The new element shines in the 


, dark due to the process of disin- 
j tegration of its atoms which is go­ 
ing on continuously. 
It has a half 
; life of 32,000 years. 
It can be pro­ 
duced, according to Doctor Von- 
gross, at a cost of about $2,000 per 
gram, whereas radium costs $125,- 
000 per gram. 
He obtained 
the 
protactinium 
from the waste residues of the once- 
famous radium milles a* Joachims- 
thal, in Czechoslovakia. 
He used 
about three tons of the residue to 
produce one-tenth of a gram of the 
{oxide of protactinium , from which 
he was able to obtain the pure 
metal. 
Protactinium is perm anent in air. 
Doctor Vongross declared, whereas 
radium is not. If radium is reduced 
to metallic form it quickly burns 
to an oxide. 
“There now exists but one one- 
thousandth part of a gram of the 
metallic protactinium , thus making 


it 
the 
rarest 
substance 
in 
the 


world,” 
said 
Doctor 
Vongross. 


“This small sample of protactinium 


is now producing a still rarer sub­ 


stance—actinium—which 
has 
a 


half life of thirteen years, compared 


to nearly 2,000 years for radium, 
and is therefore 
more 
than one 
hundred times more powerful In Its 
radio activity 
than 
radium ,” 
he 
said.
